, CECILIA used to pick up her knitting after washing 
the dishes, and proceed to finish a sock without dropping a 
single stitch. A lot of us are trying to do the same thing. We 
took time out for the war, and now expect to return to the 
old life, the old plenty, and the old political and social rela- 
tions—just picking up where we left off, as tho the war had 
not occurred. 


Ir 1sn’T working out that way. The influence of the war did 
not end with the echo of the last shot. For the rest of our lives 
we shall live and struggle with problems growing out of the 
war. It is as tho a great river in flood had cut thru an em- 
bankment, making a new channel for itself. It is of no pur- 
pose to imagine that the stream has returned to its old bed, 
or even to wish that it would do so. 

The things that everyone used: to make have been ex- 
pended, or shot away, or burned or knocked to pieces. All 
the grooves of distribution and human intercourse are criss- 
crossed and tangled. Since almost everyone has been taking 
a prolonged vacation from his job of useful production, 
shortages of almost everything confront us. When we want 
anything, we find, to our annoyance, either that it does not 
exist, or that it cannot be brought to us. 


UNDER THESE CONDITIONS, those of us who are demanding 
an immediate return to our prewar standard of living are 
crying for the moon. Until after normal production has been 
resumed for a long time, we shall have to get along with what 
we can find, just as we did during the war years. 

It is natural that all of us should feel entitled to a vacation 
after our war labors. Long hours of anxiety and effort took 
their toll of our strength. The strain of combat sapped the 
vitality of those of us who fought. We long to rest and relax; 
but we may not. The war is not yet won. It will not be won 
until production balances needs; until commerce flows 
smoothly in international grooves; until the nations find 
means peacefully to live together and to cooperate for the 
good of all. 


THE HOME has a major part in this reconstruction. For- 
tunately, it is a clear, if difficult, part. It is the part of social 
and moral reconstruction. 

What are you doing and thinking about the effect on your 
children of the pictures of the starved bodies at Dachau; of 
the Japanese roasting in the fire of a flame-thrower; of the 
starving, footsore, European refugees; of devastated Hiro- 
shima? What are you doing about the practical fact that the 
war was conducted by all contestants with complete disre- 
gard of the elementary laws of honor and human dignity? 
Are you willing that your children should grow up believing 
that life must be like this? Or are you willing to undertake the 
task of showing to the young that there exist other values in 
this world beyond and above power and force of arms? Are 
you doing your part to re-establish moral law as an inflexible 
guide to action?

Just announced is discovery of 
two chemical weed killers which 
appear to be useful in gardens. 

Grass and other narrow-leaved 
weeds in the beets, radishes, and 
zinnias may be doomed by the 
new weed killers. Killing action 
of the chemicals—ethyl phenyl 
carbamate and isopropyl! phenyl 
carbamate—is the reverse of that 
for the famous 2,4-D. The new 
materials kill grasses and other 
narrow-leaved plants, but do not 
affect the dandelions or any of

the other broad-leaved plants. 
Similar results soon to be pub- 
lished in scientific journals were 
obtained by investigators in the 
Special Products Division of the 
Chemical Warfare Service in 
their extensive wartime research 
at Camp Deurick, Maryland. 
Like 2,4-D, these new chemi- 
cals are extremely powerful. Five 
pounds per acre was the normal 
rate of application used by the 
discoverers, Drs. W. G. Temple- 
man and W. A. Sexton of the 


England. This indicates that !/\9 
ounce would be enough for 100 
square feet of garden. 

The chemicals are not yet 
available commercially.

Cousins of DDT available. Sched- 
uled for immediate sale are ‘‘666” 
and ‘1068,’ insecticides that have 
the spectacular efficiency of DDT 
and kill some insects that DDT can- 
not control. Aphids, for example, are 
killed as readily as DDT kills flies 
and mosquitoes. Under certain con- 
ditions, ‘‘666”’ and *‘1068” are more 
toxic than DDT. 

“666” has been studied extensive- 
ly as an insecticide by Dr. F. J. D. 
Thomas in England since 1942. 
Only one of its four nearly identical 
chemical forms kills insects. All four 
forms normally occur together. The 
objectionable odor of the crude ma- 
terial is due to the presence of the 
nontoxic forms. American chemical 
companies are now trying to elimi- 
nate these useless materials. 

Unlike most insecticides, ‘666’ 
is stable at high temperatures. At 
least one American insecticide man- 
ufacturer plans to sell ‘‘666” pre- 
pared for use as a fumigant. It can 
be volatilized on a hot plate for use 
in greenhouses or to produce a poi- 
sonous film on the walls of a garden 
house or garage. 

“1068” has been tested on many 
insects by Drs. C. W. Kearns and 
Lester Ingles of the University of 
Illinois, and their co-worker, Robert 
L. Metcalf of the T.V.A. Aphids and 
squash bugs unaffected by DDT 
were killed readily when “1068” was 
used as a spray or dust. - 


Rose midge controlled. Garden 
roses of all types are ready victims of 
rose midge. Crippled flower buds 
and wilted tips of young rose shoots 
due to the tiny mosquito-like rose 


midge can be prevented by proper 
use of DDT, according to Dr. W. E. 
Blauvelt of Cornell University. 

Control of the insect by DDT is 
easy and certain. Doctor Blauvelt 
reports that no other material ap- 
proaches the effectiveness of DDT. 
Because they retain their killing 
power for a long time, DDT sprays 
or dusts will kill the adult midges 
when the insects touch treated rose 
plants before laying their eggs. 
Maggots crawling on treated plants 
on their way to the soil also get 
enough DDT on them to cause 
death. 


Spittle injury to pines serious. 


Jack or red pines that start to die 


from the top downward in May and 


June may be infected by the burn- 


blight disease. 

Drs. R. H. Gruenhagen, A. J. 
Riker, and C. A. Richards of the 
University of Wisconsin report that 
the disease is spread by the Saratoga 
spittle insect when it feeds on the 
pines from July thru September. 

Severe top and branch pruning 
has not been effective in stopping 
spread of the blight in diseased trees. 
The most promising control has come 
from killing the spittle insect by 
using DDT sprays during July thru 
September.

Necessary?

Boxers—minus fleas—rest comfortably and happily 


Dow laugh the next time you 
see your dog biting and scratching 
at fleas. Right before your eyes he’s 
enacting a tragedy, with the able 
support of the villain, that may have 
far-reaching and serious implica- 
tions. 

Like his ancestors thousands of 
generations before him, he’s fighting 
the good fight in the interests of both 
man and beast. What’s worse, he’s 
fighting a losing battle. He hasn’t 
a chance. 

Take the flea; it’s pretty clever, 
has a smart philosophy. It says to 
itself, ““He who fights and runs away 
lives to fight another day.”’ And the 
ability of these agile pests to bite, 
jump, and elude one’s best efforts 
to capture them is symbolic of how 
well they make their ideas work. 

The flea has a sideline that’s pos- 
itively lethal. It acts as scout, am- 
bassador, and general hatchetman 
for another species of parasite whose 
chief aim in life is to kill all the dogs

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they can get their hands on. But 
let’s not get ahead of our story. 

There are more than 500 kinds of 
fleas, according to F. C. Bishopp of 
the United States Bureau of En- 
tomology. But still another expert, 
scientist James Waterson of the 
British Museum, asserts, ‘‘About 
1,000 different kinds of fleas have 
been described, of which some 50 
are found in Britain.” 

We know there are four major 
species of fleas in the United States 
—the dog flea, the .cat flea, the 
human flea, and the sticktight (or 
chicken) flea. 


The dog flea, most common, moves 
about on the host animal, is pretty 
well disposed to stick with a good 
thing—dogs. About the same thing 
can be said for the cat flea. 

The human flea practices the 
same habits as dog and cat fleas, but 
spends more time off its host than 
do the other two. Somewhat small- 
er, extremely agile, it can bite, leap, 
and disappear in the winking of an 
eye. 

The sticktight flea is not only 
troublesome to dogs and cats, but it 
is a serious pest of poultry, and a 
considerable annoyance to people 
who tend chickens, ducks, or tur- 
keys. Young chickens and turkeys 
are often killed by heavy infesta- 
tions, grown fowls are weakened, 
egg production is greatly lowered. 
The sticktight variety does not move 
about on its host, but, like its name, 
it is content to remain firmly at- 
tached to the skin. Dogs in proximity 
to infested fowls usually manage to 
acquire these tenacious pests. 

However, because the dog flea is 
the most numerous and widespread, 
let’s concentrate on Rover’s tradi- 
tional foe, its dastardly depredations 
—and, who knows, we may find a 
ray of hope for our best friend. We

Heat pipes under the cup- 
boards will dry wet clothes.” 

More than three-fourths still want to wash in the base- 
ment. But on the ground floor or in the basement, a room 
for washing is not enough. 

“‘Canning messes up your kitchen, interferes with 
meals. My idea is to have an outside door to your cel- 
lar where you can bring your vegetables from the 
garden, and have a stove and worktable and freezer 
there, and put up food in the cellar.” 

““My ground-floor utility room will have a concrete 
floor, a capacious clothes closet, and an adjoining 
bathroom with shower. The children will track into 
here instead of the living room with their snowsuits 
and muddy feet, and they won’t have to go thru the 
main part of the house to come into the bathroom.” 

“‘T want a pleasant room combining washing, iron- 
ing, and sewing with a den. My husband and I will 
be in the same room evenings instead of one studying 
alone in the den and the other sewing alone in the 
utility room. I also want a little trap door in the kitch- 
en floor that swings open when you step on a lever so 
you can sweep dirt into it off the kitchen floor, and 
the box beneath will need only occasional emptying.” 

‘““We have bought a juke box, pinball machine, and 
slot machine, and plan on putting a small night club 
in our basement. The juke box will furnish the music, 
and the gambling machines for my friends will furnish 
the money for the drinks:” 

‘Two-thirds of the people want hobby or recreation 
rooms in the basement; only a few want it above ground. 
A few want a new kind of room. 

‘“*We want to combine our recreation and living room 
and yet have it warm and cozy looking. One end will 
be carpeted, and there we’ll have our soft sofa and 
a couple of comfortable chairs. The rest of the room 
will be given over to recreational purposes. There will 
be occasional. chairs spaced about invitingly. And 
there’ll be a pool table which can be used for table 
tennis by attaching a top to it. And a card table. And 
a piano. And a large fireplace with a grate for broiling 
frankfurters, and a small refrigerator concealed in a 
built-in cabinet for soft drinks.” 

“‘Here is my idea. I’m going to lay linoleum on my 
living-room floor. It won’t be long before my seven 
boys and girls have the dance craze and they’ll have a 
17 by 24 dance floor right in their own living room 
where Mother and Dad won’t be far away and still 
not right there.” 

On the average these people studied want three bed- 
rooms; a good many would substitute for one of them a 
combination study and guest room. 

But if they have embraced this combination they only

» al pint-sized home, one story high and one bedroom 
large, is smaller than most American families, given a free 
choice, would select as a permanent abode.

| Sea the usual “‘boxiness”’ of homes designed 
for sites of limited size, Architects Victorine and Samuel 
Homsey of Hockessin, Delaware, gave wings to this Five

maximum light and ventilation. And these wings create 
protected outdoor areas for specific uses.

Yes, Grandmother 
was a good cook, too. And tho her way of measuring was differ- 
ent, she did measure. She used the same favorite mixing bowl or 
cup over and over and filled it to a certain level or mark. She 
developed a practiced eye by the trial-and-error method. She re- 
membered ingredient amounts long after she no longer used the 
written recipe. . 

Modern girls do not have such a thoro apprenticeship in 
Mother’s kitchen, or such a plentiful supply of food to experiment 


with. Measuring accurately to prevent waste is one way today’s 
homemakers help in the current food-conservation program. 
Failures aren’t allowed in Mrs. America’s kitchen today! 

By benefit of tested recipes and level measure, a June, 1946, 
bride’s first cake can equal Grandma’s fiftieth. Grandma thought 
an occasional fallen cake or curdled custard inevitable. Modern 
cooks reap consistent successes by using the same level pro- 
portions in every performance. So check your measure methods 
—by volume, by weight, by count, by temperature, by time. 








Brown Sugar: Should be packed firmly 
enough to retain shape of the cup when you 
take it out. Otherwise, cup measure will 
vary as much as 4 according to moistness 
and degree of pack. White sugar may be 
piled in a measuring cup and leveled. Sift 
it before measuring for your very best cake. 





Fats: To measure by replacement, par- 
tially fill glass measuring cup with water, 
leaving just enough space for the specified 
measure of shortening. Push shortening 
down until water rises to the 1 cup mark. 
To measure by packing, press shortening 
tightly in the right size measure and level. 





Baking powder and seda: Require special 
measuring care. Heap in 1, 4%, or \4-tea- 
spoon measure and level. If 4 teaspoon 
soda is asked, level measure in 4 teaspoon, 
and divide it in half lengthwise. Do not 
diyide crosswise, as the spoon is not the 
same size on one end as it is on the other. 





Liquids: Set your measuring cup on a flat 
surface, and fill exactly to the desired 
mark, bending to read at eye level. Do 
not hold the cup in your hand; you’ll slant 
the surface and get an inaccurate reading. 
For spoonfuls, fill the correct size spoon 
with all it will hold without overflowing. 





Coffee and tea: Experiment until you find 
the proportions you like best. Then get con- 
sistent good results by using the same level 
spoon measure each time. If you like aver- 
age strength coffee, you’d enjoy the coffee 
measure (upper right) holding exactly 2 
tablespoons for 1 measuring cup of water. 








Sticky liquids: Save 1% to 34 of the sugar in 
the recipe by substituting corn sirup, honey, 
or molasses, and reducing the milk or 
water 14 cup for each cup of sirup added. 
Oil the measuring cup or spoon for sticky 
liquids. Pour direct from container. If you 
dip the measure, sirup clings to its underside.

} Count measure of many ingredients, as— ‘‘1 egg, 
the grated peel of a lemon, the juice of 1 

orange.” However, oranges vary in a size 

range from 100 to a box to 344, lemons from 240 to 540. Eggs 
weigh from 1 to 3 ounces each. For breakfast service and cup 
measure, buy large eggs and the size fruit most reasonable in 
price. But for consistent results in recipes, choose the average- 

size orange, yielding 6 to 8 tablespoons juice and 1 tablespoon 
grated peel; the average lemon giving 3 to 4 tablespoons juice 

and 1% teaspoons grated peel; and medium-size eggs weighing 
about 2 ounces each. In recipes giving measure by cup, it’s 
handy to know approximate count-cup equivalents. If it’s a cup 

of eggs, use 5 to 6 whole, 12 to 14 yolks, or 8 to 10 whites. If it’s 
crumbs, roll out 11 individual graham crackers, 18 salted crack- 

ers, 26 small vanilla wafers, or 9 slices of zwieback for a cup.

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Kitchen Knives 


By Anne Mullen 


Ne JW that knives are back in stores, you can reach for the 
right knife for every job, whether you're cut- 
ting up a chicken, slicing the picnic ham, or fixing the breakfast 
grapefruit. 

When you shop for knives, look for those made of high carbon 
and vanadium steel, two of the hardest steels known for knife 
blades. Chromium added makes the blades stainless. The steel 
should be properly hardened and tempered to keep its edge. 
Since only an expert could check this, it’s wise to depend on a 
recognized cutlery mame or store. 

In the pictures below we show the kinds of knives you 
may want to consider in your own cutlery set—razor-keen 
paring blades, the familiar butcher knife, a slicer so Dad can 
carve the roast with a chef’s precision—and knives for other 
kitchen needs: 


a sharp knife 


Paring knives are indispensable in preparing almost all vege- 
tables. The knife at the left is best for coring or eyeing, be- 
cause its narrower point is shaped for easy “digging in.” 
The knife at the right has a completely straight cutting 
edge for fast, sure slicing action, freer paring strokes for 
larger vegetables. Whichever type you prefer, two paring 


knives will save you time, allow you to peel onions before 
other vegetables, and keep your kitchen helper busy, too 





Butcher knife is the all-purpose knife that 
makes light work of heaviest jobs. Its strong 
blade hasn't the flexibility of a slicer, but this 
very sturdiness gives you strong, sure strokes for 
a variety of your cutting and chopping tasks 


Small utility knife with its five-inch blade will 
do many in-between tasks for you. Have you ever 
had a turnip to trim and only your paring knife or 
butcher knife to do it? This is the knife that’s 
made for just such jobs—when your butcher knife 
is too awkward and your paring knife too small 





Roast slicer is a businesslike blade that performs profession- 
ally. It has what is necessary for good, solid slicing; yet cuts 
with finesse. Great flexibility in the eight-inch blade permits 
more intricate in-and-out slicing and cutting than is possible 
with the more stolid butcher knife. 

The roast slicer will be the blade your husband makes sure 
is kept sharp. He'll choose it for those carving jobs he’s proud 
of—the rib roast, Sunday roast chicken, the holiday turkey 





Bread knife is necessary for cutting bread cleanly and even- 
ly, also does many other cutting jobs better than another 
knife. Serrated or saw-tooth edge, used with a quick-sawing 
motion, cuts neat, uncrumbled pieces of fruitcake or angel 
cake. And if your butcher knife or slicer isn’t sharp, the bread 
knife will substitute nicely for cutting breakfast fruits. This 
one is double edged for double duty, has a stainless-steel blade

Casper; water from hot springs in 
the streets of Thermopolis—and 
countless other natural spectacles 
There are plenty of petrified trees, 
and in that happy hunting ground 
of the archaeologists near Medicine 
Bow, you can see where was un- 
earthed the largest dinosaur skeleton 
ever found. 


For nature lovers there are le- 
gions of wildflowers: Monkey flowers 
grow around the hot springs, con- 
stantly bathed in steam; Rocky 
Mountain bee plant; shooting star; 
lupine in many colors; globe mallow ; 
wild geranium; and, of course, the 
striking Indian paintbrush, the 
state flower. Wildlife, too, is abun- 
dant. In one afternoon we counted 
six moose from the car; deer, bears, 
antelope, and elk are commor 
sights, even to hurrying motorists. 
If you’re a photographer, and will- 
ing to stand still long enough, 


you'll get plenty of swell shots of 


animal life, whether or not you 
have a telephoto lens. 

The rangers say that over 200 
species of birds have been identified 
in Yellowstone, yet it is astonishing 
to find a large flock of seagulls 
wheeling around Old _ Faithful, 
7,000 feet above sea level and 700 
miles from the nearest ocean! Near 
Tower Falls is the open range for 
bison, and at Canyon Junction is 
the grizzly-bear feeding station, a 
circus in itself. Smaller black bears 


run free all over the place, but if

road seem only half as wide as it 
really is. 

The natives feel that it is prac- 
tically a boulevard now that it has 
been widened and you don’t have 
to back down and make a second 
swing to get around the turns. But 
boulevard or not, Mrs. Kearne\ 
hung on so tightly for the most of 
the 75 miles up and down, that | 
thought she’d pull the door handle 
out by the roots! 

We ran into frequent low-hanging 
clouds and snow flurries, which 
shrouded the road that day (early in 


June). Never will I forget my help- 


mate’s impious exclamation when 
we emerged from one of these mist 
blankets to face a sign reading: 
‘This road is one mile high at this 
point.” It didn’t mean above sea 
level: it meant that if vou cared to 
open your eyes slightly, vou could 
see the floor of the valley a shee: 
5.200 feet below. 

For the steady and careful driver, 
there is nothing to be worried about: 
the road surfaces are good; they are 
wide enough for two cars: the grades 
are not severe. There never has been 
a fat ilitv on even the Granite Pas 
road. Even the fellow who tried to 
commit suicide there lived! Which 
is infinitely more than can be said 
for any straight, level highway in 
the country. 

Thruout the state as a whole, the 
roads are quite satisfactory —no 
concrete, but 95 percent hard sur- 
faced and dustless. But don’t let 
your gas run too low, since it is 
common to drive 25 to 30 miles be- 
tween towns, even on main routes. 
After all, there are only 250,000 
people (and 4 million sheep!) in the 

ntire 25,000 square miles of Wyo- 

ming. And you’ll think that all of 
those sheep are passing you at once 
if you should meet a flock of them 
on a Narrow, canvon roadway as 
they’re being driven to their sum- 
mer grazing lands on the high moun- 
tain meadows 

You won’t make nearly as good 
time driving across the northern 
part of Wyoming as you will across 
the southern plateau. On U. S. 30, 
for instance, if it’s necessary or if 
miles of sagebrush is not your idea 
of scenery, you can easily run from 
boundary to boundary (430 miles) 
in a day. But on U. S. 14, in the 
north, you'll spend almost as much 
time going up and down as you will 
going ahead. 


Ace attraction, of course, is Yel- 
lowstone -only 1,500 miles from 
Chicago. Virtually every other na- 
tional park has something which 
surpasses Yellowstone—but Yellow- 
stone has something of pretty nearly 
everything the others have, and one 
phenomenon none of them shares 


the geysers. There are over 3,000 of 


them, more than in all the rest of the 
world combined. And altho Old 
Faithful is justifiably the best known, 
Riverside (shooting obliquely across 
the river), the Castle, Daisy, Lone 
Star, the 250-foot giant, and many 
others are not to be missed. 
Fascinating, too, are the colorful

When Baby first starts 


playing with his food, new feeding problems arise 


Meet Mealtime Moods Calmly 


Do you scold your child when he refuses to eat? 


Do you punish him when he plays with his food? 


If so, you’re only adding to mealtime tension 
° o S

| \ JES your youngster ever dump 
his lunch on the floor or spoon- 
feed the puppy with the lamb chop 
and baked potato you so pains- 
takingly prepared? If he acts as if 
he’d just as soon put his cereal in 
his hair as in his mouth, perhaps 
it’s high time you looked for the 
reason in back of such behavior. 

Many feeding problems origi- 
nate at the time the baby first 
starts playing with his food, usually 
when the first flush of excitement 
over learning to feed himself has 
worn off. 

[t's a rare mother who can sym- 
pathize with her child’s pleasure 
in smearing gravy all over the 
high-chair tray or trying to eat 
cherry gelatine with his fingers. 
[his unusual parent, who realizes 
that such dillydallying with food 
is an experiment in manipulating 
different-textured materials, deals 
with both the child and the mess 
without tension. 

She accepts the fact that, for 
reasons best known to him, Dickie 
would rather play than eat today. 
And when she tucks him in bed 
for his nap, she is as affectionate as 
if he had put his dinner where it 
belonged. 

Dickie usually eats very well, 
but he has his occasional off days. 
His mother is too wise to try to 
gauge his appetite or decide ar- 
bitrarily how much he should eat. 
She caters to his moods to some 


extent; she feeds him when he 
seems too tired to finish by him- 
self; she eliminates beets and to- 
matoes from. his diet because he 
shows an aversion for red vege- 
tables; and she really puts some 
thought into making his meals in- 
teresting. 

When Dickie first indicated his 
desire for gooey play materials by 
smearing his food, his mother gave 
him opportunities to play with 
modeling clay and make mud pies. 
Under no circumstances does she 
ever make a derogatory remark 
when he refuses to eat—truly she 
is a rare mother! 


Mosr of us show obvious 
anxiety or displeasure when our 
youngsters disdain the dinner we 
have prepared, especially when 
we know they really need another 
couple of pounds. But it is the 
underweight child in particular 
who needs complete reorganiza- 
tion of mealtime procedure if the 
atmosphere has been tense and un- 
happy. 

The thin child probably has 
shrunk his appetite until a few 
bites of food fool him into thinking 
he’s had enough. From this small 
amount of nourishment, he draws 
sufficient strength to go into battle 
against his mother over the issue of 
finishing the rest of his dinner. 

There are many different meth- 
ods of waging war over food. Some 
children specialize in dawdling, 
others clamp their jaws together, 
many purposely tip over glasses of 


milk or knock their plates to the 
floor. But whatever the manifesta- 
tion, the basic fact is that these 
children would rather fight than 
eat. 

Remember that it takes two to 
make a fight. If you can rearrange 
the mealtime situation so_ that 
eating becomes more fun than 
fighting, your child soon will begin 
to gain weight. 


Ir MAY take several weeks of 
indulgence on your part while 
your child tries all the games his 
ingenuity can contrive to test your 
amiability. Feed him his pudding 
before his liver if he wants it that 
way, put some pink food coloring 
in his milk to relieve the monotony, 
let your sense of humor and your 
pleasure in your child come to the 
fore. Once he understands that 
you’re unfailingly good-natured 
whether he eats or not, he’ll stop 
trying to get your goat and will 
direct his attention toward eating. 

Happy children who don’t fec! 
that they’re being forced to com- 
ply with too many rules usually 
eat with only occasional refusals. 
Unfortunately, many others have 
chosen to rebel, not in protest 
against the food, but against their 
mothers’ unsympathetic attitudes. 


To these youngsters a bowl of 


cereal becomes a weapon. No 
force is great enough to make thei 
eat it if they’ve decided to resist 
Try a new approach if you've 
been anxious and irritable at mea!-

Tue first frost to blacken our dahl- 
ias, marigolds, and zinnias, is likely, 
in most parts of the country, to be 
followed by sometimes as much as 
six weeks of moderate weather before 
real winter sets in. Why not grow 
frost-resistant annuals that will 
weather this first frost and give you 
bright bouquets for another month? 

It’s really easy to have a showy 
autumn garden. The trick is to sow 
the seeds of quick-growing hardy 
annuals now in early summer. And 
here are some of the best: 

Calendulas are tiptop annuals for 
an autumn garden. Last fall may 
have been unusually warm here in 
Michigan, but we had calendulas in 
bloom on the south side of our ga- 
rage during the last week of Novem- 
ber. They were sown in another part 
of the garden on June 20 and trans- 
planted to this location in early 
August. The seedlings were thinned 
to stand 5 inches apart and a good 
clump of soil was kept intact around 
their roots when they were moved. 
Volunteer larkspur that had over- 
wintered grew in this same spot, 
and the young calendylas were 
moved in the same day the old 
larkspur was taken out. 

Have you tried pansies as a fall 
flower? If you’ve always bought 
blooming plants to set out in the 
early spring you'll be surprised at 
what a show pansies will make from

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September on if sown in May. I’ve 
picked pansies in Michigan the week 
before Christmas. Their buds will 
withstand an unbelievable amount 
of cold, and then with a few days of 
warm weather come on and bloom. 
With a good mulch of straw or a 
good snow covering, these same 
plants will often survive the winter 
and bloom again in the spring. 


FEarty-sprinc sown petunias 
often look pretty messy by Septem- 
ber, unless cut back and fed when 
blooms dwindle. A second crop may 
be planned by planting in late May 
or early June. Petunias grow slowly 
at first, and if thinned to 4 to 6 inches 
apart in the row where they are 
seeded they can be transplanted suc- 
cessfully even after they’ve started to 
bloom. It’s a good plan to have some 
nice petunia plants for filling in bare 
spots in the border along in late 
July. Care imust be taken to keep 
plenty of soil around the roots, and 
water should be applied liberally. 

I like to sow annual pinks from 
early to mid-June. They come in 
numerous shades and make an ex- 
cellent flower for small Indian- 
summer bouquets, and like stocks 
they have a spicy odor. If given a 
little protection these, too, will often 
bloom again the next spring. 


An NUAL phlox is one of the show- 
iest of fall flowers if seed is sown in 
early summer. It’s very well suited 
to follow the spring bulbs either by 
direct seeding between them or by 
transplanting from a row in some 
other part of the garden. Here in 
southern Michigan late May or 
early June is a good time to sow the 
seed. It’s astonishing how fresh the 
flowers look after an autumn night 
that’s cold enough to freeze the 
water in the birdbath. 

Sweet alyssum is a hardy little 
annual for edging, especially follow- 
ing bulbous plants. I like to spot a 
few seeds of both Violet Queen and 
Carpet of Snow alyssum between 
the early transplanted pansies along 
the edge of the border. The pansies 
may be removed when they become 
“leggy,” and the alyssum soon fills 
up the spaces and continues to 
bloom until real winter arrives. 

Bachelor buttons or annual lark- 
spur are among the best annuals for 
fall. Last year my June 20th planting 
came into bloom in late September, 
and there were brave ones still in 
flower on Thanksgiving Day.

Barbecue Ribs 


** The barbecue sauce is spicy but not too 
hot” — 


3 to 4 pounds 14 cup Worcester- 
ribs, cut in shire sauce 
pieces 1 teaspoon chili 

1 lemon powder 

1 large onion 1 teaspoon salt 

eee 2 dashes Tabasco

Place ribs in shallow roasting pan, 
meaty side up. On each piece, place 
a slice of unpecled lemon, a thin 
slice of onion. Roast in hot oven 
(450°) 30 minutes. Pour off all fat. 
Save to use as drippings. Combine 
remaining ingredients; heat to boil- 
ing; pour over ribs. Continue baking 
in moderate oven (350°) until ten- 
der, about 1 hour. Baste ribs with 
sauce every 15 minutes. If sauce gets 
too thick, add more water. 


To barbecue ribs outdoors: Give 
ribs a thoro brushing with the above 
barbecue sauce. Place meaty side 
down, on the grill. Broil slowly till 
brown. Turn. Brush with barbecue 
sauce. Peg on the onion and lemon 
slices with toothpicks. Broil slowly 
until well done. Brush frequently 
with sauce. 


. Broiled Steaks 


“Thick, juicy, brown steaks—outdoor 
cooking at its best” — 


Select a good-quality steak, well 
marbled with fat, cut 1 to 1% 
inches thick. Have meat at room 
temperature before broiling. Trim 
most of fat (fry out for use later as 
drippings) to prevent drippings from 
blazing up fire. Rub steak with gar- 
lic, onion, dried herbs, blended 
spices, or seasoning salt as desired. 
Start fire well in advance 4 to 6 
inches below grill. When fire has 
burned down to a bed of glowing 
coals, rub grill with suet or cloth 
dipped in melted fat. This prevents 
meat sticking to grill. Place meat on 
grill. Broil on one side first until 
brown. Turn with tongs, flat turner, 
or your fingers well protected by 
heavy gloves. Brown other’ side. 
Season well. Serve as soon as desired 
stage of doneness is reached. The 
length of time required varies with 
thickness of meat and height of grill 
from coals. A steak 1% inches thick 
will probably require 15 minutes to 
broil medium rare. Experiment to 
find exact time needed to cook steaks 
the way you like them. 


Tasting-Test Kitchen Note: If de- 
sired, the steak may be marinated 
for several hours before broiling in a 
mixture of 1 cup salad oil, cup 
vinegar, 4% teaspoon salt, pepper, 
2 tablespoons chopped onion, 1 
clove garlic, and 1 _ tablespoon 
minced parsley. Or brush or baste 
steak during broiling with barbecue 
sauce. Or serve steak with barbecue 
sauce or other bottled meat sauces.

fully as she does her ingredients, 
whether she’s baking a cake, roasting a fresh ham, frying a 
fritter, freezing a tray of ice cream, or bubbling a batch of candy. 

Grandma put her hand in the oven or browned a bit of flour 
to judge temperature, but cooks today measure baking heat by 
setting the oven regulator, or using a portable oven ther- 
mometer—until new ranges are available. 

Grandma kept her milk in the cellar or window box, but 
modern homemakers enjoy refrigerators with controlled cold- 
ness. For those without attached thermometers, there are 
portable ones, so that you may occasionally check to see that 
your refrigerator temperature is within the “safety zone”’ 
(40 to 50 degrees). 

Grandma poked the roast with a fork and eyed its brown sur- 
face questioningly, but we wonder and worry less with a meat 
thermometer registering inner temperature-doneness. Grandma 
took the jelly off the range as soon as it formed a sheet from the 
lifted spoon. We make sure by checking with our jelly ther- 
mometer. Sugar is precious enough to rate precision cooking.

Traveling by Car 


A LOT of automobile travel is in 
store for babies this summer. Many 
babies, altho veterans of train and 
even plane rides, will be taking their 
first extended car trips. Whether a 
Sunday picnic, a visit at Grand- 
mother’s, or a two-weeks’ vacation, 
car travel with a baby may present 
new problems. This month we’re 
passing on experiences of Young 
Mothers who have discovered tricks 
that save time, tempers. and trouble. 
Their suggestions should make your 
summer outings more enjoyable for 
both Baby and you. 

Mrs. R. K. Fankhauser of Helena, 
Montana, probably holds a record 
for traveling with a baby during the 
war years. She and her 3-month-old 
son once went from Nome, Alaska, 
to Cleveland, Ohio, in 20 days when 
her husband was transferred. Trav- 
eling in every type of conveyance, 
including noncommercial — planes 
and ships, Mrs. Fankhauser de- 
pended a great deal on two “‘inven- 
tions’ of her husband to make car- 
ing for Bobby-Dunc easier. One was 
a bed-suitcase built of plywood and 
designed to fit on a Pullman or car 
seat to make a daytime bed. ‘“‘We 
packed it so the surface was smooth 
and comfortable for the baby’s nap 
when the top laver of blankets was 
removed,” Mrs. Fankhauser writes. 
“When we had to change methods 
of transportation, the blankets were 
put back on, the cover closed and 
locked, and the baby’s ‘suitcase’ was 
ready to go with the baggage. On 
the boat, it proved a lifesaver in our 
pocket-sized cabin, and on the plane 
he slept in his box atop the freight, 
out of reach of two dogs that were 
part of our cargo. We also found that 
people were less inclined to pick the 
baby up when he lay in his box bed 
—a distinct advantage.” 


Tue second box that Mrs. Fank- 
hauser’s husband built was smaller, 
about a foot square. Divided by a 
shelf for convenience, it held all the 
things necessary for bathing the 
baby, a complete change of clothing, 
and emergency equipment. “‘Believe 
it or not,” Mrs. Fankhauser ex- 
plains, “‘inside we kept six regular 
diapers or 12 disposable ones, bath 
towel, washcloth, hand towel for 
‘burping,’ shirt, kimono, nightie, 
sweater, soap, thermometer, toilet 
paper, suppositories, honey for hic- 
coughs, vaseline for thermometer, 
potty, enema rig (none was available 
so we made one from a funnel, 
catheter tube, and eye dropper), dis- 
posable tissues, powder, disinfectant, 
oil, cotton, bath pad, rubber sheet, 
one small can of milk, corn sirup, 
measuring spoons, a can of tereal, a 
bottle warmer and cord, and a bead 
toy.

Car Sickness. Even short trips were 
ones of worried suspense because 
two of my children have ‘‘whoopsy” 
stomachs in a car. I sat with them 
both in the front seat and kept 
watching their faces for telltale loss 
of color so we could stop in time. 
Stop we did, but seldom in time! 
Now I take along a black oilcloth 
shopping bag with a paper bag 
pinned inside. At first indication of 
car sickness, I can let the children 
use the bag if necessary. Often, the 
knowledge that the bag is right there 
reassures them so much that they 
don’t worry, and get thru a trip with 
no sickness. If not, there’s no harm 
done. I keep a supply of rolled-up 
paper bags in the glove compart- 
ment to insert in the oilcloth cover.

What Annuities 
Mean to You 


By Rag Giles 


Ir YOU’RE 35 and can save $500 
a year, here’s a way to get a life 
pension of around $83 a month after 
you reach 60. It’s done thru the so- 
called deferred annuity issued by 
life insurance companies. 

“But what is an annuity?” many 
still ask, even tho annuities have in- 
creased 45 percent in number since 
1940. Well, here’s how it works: 
You give an insurance company a 
substantial amount of money. Your 
pension begins immediately. Each 
year, no matter how long you live, 
you get back, at a fixed rate, part of 
your principal plus some interest. 


That is the immediate annuity. 
It’s usually taken by men at age 60 
or later. Since income payments are 
part principal and part interest, the 
yearly income is substantially larger 
than the return you could get on the 
same money put into conservative 
investments. Where the annuity is 
payable to both husband and wife, 
and to the survivor until death, the 
return must be smaller than it is on 
only one life. 


The deferred annuity, a newer 
development, is taken in your 20’s,' 
30’s, or 40’s. Year after year you 
make payments, usually in multiples 
of $100. By the time you’re 55 or 
older those savings, plus compound 
interest, plus dividends, amount to a 
tidy sum. (If you wish, you can col- 
lect it, but that will end any chance 
of converting that contract into 
annuity income.) 

The longer you can wait before 
asking for your income settlement 
the larger your pension will be. 
That’s because you continue pay- 
ment for additional years, and also 
because your greater age means a 
decreased life expectancy. 

Thus, where a man at 35 begins 
paying $500 yearly, the cash value 
of a typical deferred annuity at age 
60 would be around $15,500; 
monthly life income, man’s life 
only, $83. At age 70 the cash value 
would be $25,200, would pay a 
monthly income of $191. 


A natural objection you some- 
times hear is, “‘But if I die soon after 
annuity income begins, I lose nearly 
all I paid for it!” The refund annuity 
answers that. If you pay $20,000 for 
a refund annuity, the income pay- 
ments continue to you, and to your 
surviving wife and children until a 
total of $20,000 has been paid to you 
and your heirs. 

Of course, I haven’t answered all 
the questions you have thought of, 
but any insurance man will be glad 
to give you the correct answers as 
they apply to your age, family, and 
savings ability.

have plugged ever since Jean Har- 
low—the living-dining room. Even 
among those planning to build for 
under $5,000, more than half were 
still hoping somehow to come out 
with that little-used luxury, the din- 
ing room. And yet 9 out of 10 like 
to eat breakfast and lunch in the 
kitchen and sometimes dinner, and 
they want a table or nook for it. 

As you might guess from your own 
desires, there is a lot of enthusiasm 
for built-in wardrobes, and whole 
storage walls of cupboards and 
closets. But not built-in furniture; 
they still like to shove it around. 

‘In all our bedrooms we'll have 
wardrobe closets with drawers 
for shirts, socks, underwear, shoes, 
hats, extra blankets, special stor- 
age space for fur coats and eve- 
ning clothes. This will do away 
with chests and dressers and make 
more space in the room.” 

“On Saipan, my husband built 
in bunks with cabinets and draw- 
ers beneath to make his quarters 
more livable. I believe we'll capi- 
talize on his accomplishment 
when we build, particularly in the 
children’s room. At present the 
children are mere potentialities 
awaiting the pleasure of Congress 
in lowering officers’ points, but 
dreams of a room for two boys 
have helped both Al and me to be 
patient while waiting for a chance 
to make them come true.” 

‘Around our living room from 
the floor to the windows we’ll 
build in 10-inch-wide cupboards 
with shelves and sliding doors. 
Several of these sections will be 
hinged so the top will swing up 
and out to form a writing desk and 
such.” 

*‘What I want I’ve never seen 
—a functional sewing room with 
a place for not only a sewing ma- 
chine but a dress form which 
swings out on a door as a flour 
bin does. Also a full mirror ar- 
rangement to show all sides. After 
all it’s the rear others see so much. 
Drawers, too.” 

“What I want is a swing-in 
milk-bottle box. As my milkman 
opens a small trap door outside my 
breakfast nook, a shelf will swing 
out, and he’ll put the milk on it 
and close the door, and there the 
milk will be in my breakfast nook 
where it is first used each morn- 
ing. I'll have only to stoop over 
after it.” 

Some folks studied were pretty 
contented with whatever a new 
house might offer. One made no re- 
quest other than ‘“‘two drinking 
fountains to assure a cool, sanitary 
drink at all times.’ Another insisted 
upon having all soap dishes remov- 
able because “‘in my present home 
the soap dishes in the two bathrooms 
are not removable, and it takes quite 
a lot of time to keep the soap out of 
the corners.”” And another made no 
special demands at all: ‘““The only 
special features we would like—that 
is, if the cost is not prohibitive—are 
a domed ceiling, a circular staircase, 
and a tower entrance. Otherwise we 
will let the architect do the rest.”

Are You Your Garden's 
Bigsest Pest? 


: By Dr. Cynthia Westcott

If you can honestly say *‘No”’ to these nine questions, 
you belong in the same class with Superman. If you 


ean say, “Well, hardly ever,’ you’re still pretty good 


Do you water your plants at night, 
chiefly to cool yourself off? 


Often this encourages disease. Fungus spores can’t germinate 
and grow inside a leaf unless there’s continuous moisture for 
some hours. Plants wet so late in the day that they can’t dry off 
before next morning give spores a Roman holiday they would 
otherwise have only during a prolonged rain. If you water in 
the evening, soak the ground without showering the leaves. 


Do you work among your plants when 


they’re wet with dew? 


This may spread bacteria, fungi, or even mites from diseased 
to healthy plants. One summer morning, while the dew was on, 
a Long Islander walked from his own sick celery field thru his 
neighbor’s healthy patch; a few days later blighted celery ap- 
peared all along the diagonal path he took. Then scientists 
stepped in. Squares of cheesecloth were dragged over wet 
blighted plants and then over healthy ones, the latter promptly 
becoming ill. Other experiments showed that a shirt or skirt

Copper sprays, when diluted 
ready for use, are seldom good for 
more than four hours; other sprays 
lose potency in varying degrees. Left 
from week to week, the liquid is use- 
less to the plant and injurious to the 
sprayer. It often eats at the metal 
and comes out in flecks which clog 
the nozzle. Immediately after each 
use rinse the sprayer thoroly. Pump 
water thru twice, so that rod, nozzle, 
and connections are flushed. The 
same advice applies to dusting. 


Do you use your sprayer for 
different mixtures without rins- 
ing it im between? 


Some day the first few plants you 
spray with the second mixture will 
be badly burned, because there is 
always some of the first spray left in 
the rod and nozzle unless you’ve 
flushed it thru with water. Soap is 
incompatible with lead arsenate or 
sulfur. Oil sprays aren’t safe mixed 
with sulfur, or lime sulfur, Bor- 
deaux mixture, or arsenicals, altho 
safe with nicotine sulfate. 


Do you dust and spray at your 
plants? 


You have read until you’re tired 
that you should always spray from 
underneath the plants. Perhaps you 
think you do. But without an angle 
in the spray rod, or a nozzle on a 
swivel, it’s almost impossible to do a 
thoro job. Get the right kind of ap- 
paratus and then spray from one 
| side of the plant and then the other, 
always maneuvering so that the mist 
is going up. Spray falling down again 
takes care of upper surfaces. Test 
your efficiency by looking to see if 
the very lowest leaves are actually 
wet on the underside. 





Do you think these things are 
just being finicky? 


Then you'll still have a garden, of 
sorts, but the selection will not be 
yours. Gradually choice varieties 
you care about will disappear, under 
the rule of survival of the fittest, and 
you'll have left magenta phlox and 
other hardy perennials. It really 
doesn’t take long to spray and dust 
and tuck a few brown leaves into 
your paper bag each week. Try a 
little regular routine, say an hour of 
service along this line once a week, 
and see how soon you stop making 
mountains of molehills.

Are Those Fleas 


Necessary?

Dog fleas rarely leave one animal, 
often settle down for life on one dog. 
Even when pulled off and starved, 
they will suck strange blood only 
under protest—which brings to 
mind the story of the two infatuated 
fleas who decided to get married 
and save up to buy a dog. 

Beyond doubt, the flea is a dog’s 
worst enemy. The dog puts up a 
valiant struggle, but the odds are 
stacked against him. Because of the 
workings of its life-cycle chain, the 
flea has all the advantage. 

Here’s how it works: The flea de- 
posits its eggs on the hair or skin of 
the dog. The eggs then drop off to 
the floor or ground and soon hatch 
into tiny, maggot-like larvae, which 
complete their growth in two weeks 
or more, depending on the tempera- 
ture. The larvae must then feed on 
vegetable matter, found in soil, 
debris, or filth. 

A larva, attaining its maximum 
development in a short time, then 
spins a tiny cocoon about itself— 
and in from one week to three 
months (again temperature decides), 
the adult flea emerges with an in- 
satiable blood lust and_ climbs 
aboard the nearest dog. This is 


nearly always easy hunting because 


the eggs were originally dropped, 
and development usually takes 
place, within the original host’s 
living quarters. 


Now a full-fledged scoundrel, 
the flea enters upon his life’s work. 
The infamy starts right here, be- 
cause, in addition to. its incessant 
biting and torturing of its host, the 
flea also gorges itself on tapeworm 
eggs stuck to the hair of the tail end 
of the dog. These eggs are contained 
in segments of tapeworms which 
break off from the main bodies of 
the worms and pass thru the dog. 
Hanging to hair under the dog’s 
tail, these little sacs, or segments 
(like grains of rice) are then broken 
open by the fleas who devour the 
eggs. 

The tapeworm eggs then hatch 
within the fleas, quickly passing 
thru developmental 
when the fleas are bitten and swal- 
lowed by the dog, the young tape- 
worm in the larval stage passes into 
the dog’s intestine, where the worm 
attaches itself and grows. 

There you have the cycle of in- 
festation and reinfestation of tape- 
worms in dogs, the most deadly of 
all internal dog parasites. It’s all

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made possible thru the machinations 
of the dog flea: carrier, propagator, 
and perpetuator all in one. Alone 
and unaided, it feeds a constant 
flow of tapeworms into a dog’s 
mouth—and unless checked, can 
finally be instrumental in finishing 
off your pet. 

““‘Worming” the dog provides only 
momentary relief, because the fleas 
(hosts in their own right) are always 
present to pass on a new infestation 
to the dog within a few minutes after 
total evacuation. 


Get rid of the fleas, and you have 
killed two bad birds with one stone! 
What’s more, you may be removing 
the cause of summer eczema in your 
dog. This distressing diseased con- 
dition of the skin usually clears up 
when the fleas are eliminated from 
the dog. 

Can it be done? Definitely—yes. 
And it’s well worth the’ time and 
patience. 

First of all, give Rover’s quarters 
a thoro cleaning. Sweep out all the 
straw, dirt, and debris. Get into the 
cracks, too. Then scrub thoroly with 
strong, yellow soap and water, 
using a good, stiff brush. Add 2 cups 
of rock salt to 2 gallons of water. 
And burn what you sweep out! 
You’ll be burning up lots of flea eggs 
and larvae. 

Spray the vicinity with creosote 
oil if you can. This treatment not 
only finishes off the larvae, but also 
kills adult fleas present. However, 
creosote oil is destructive to plants, 
stains paint, and is caustic to ani- 
mals. Its use, therefore, should be 
confined to outbuildings and base- 
ments, where nothing subject to 
injury is kept. Apply with a bucket 
pump, strong hose, and secure con- 
nections—and do not spray Rover! 

Enlarge the area of creosote oil 
spraying as much as safely possible. 
Keep the grass closely cut, as this 
curbs flea development. Spray ga- 
rages and nooks beneath buildings 
and porches generously with solu- 
tion of nicotine sulfate, 6 teaspoon- 
fuls to a gallon of warm, soapy water. 

Eliminate flea-breeding places. 
All animals and poultry should be 
prevented from going beneath build- 
ings, vegetable and animal matter 
should be cleaned up, infested areas 
sprayed with creosote oil, and the 
ground where the immature fleas are 
developing covered with salt and 
thoroly wetted down. 


New—ge after Rever! The main 
attack must be against the adult 
fleas on the dog. Spread several 
newspapers, and stand Rover on 
them. Apply fresh, finely ground 
pyrethrum powder into his coat. 
Start at the head, try to keep it out 
of his eyes. Work down outside of 
his ears, the neck, the back, the 
underbelly and legs. Slowly and 
firmly rub this in so that it reaches 
the skin. Don’t forget the tail. And 
be generous in the application. 

Within 30 seconds of the start, 
you'll hear the tick-tick of the suffo- 
cated fleas dropping onto the paper 
in their death agony.

powder, as it will be shaken off in a 
matter of hours. 

At 10-day intervals during hot 
weather repeat all this, until such 
time as you are satisfied fleas have 
been kicked off the premises alto- 
gether. In this way, you'll be nip- 
ping in the bud any hatching larvae 
that are around. In the spring or 
fall, with temperatures in the 50’s 
or 60’s, sprayings should be spaced 
at 2- to 3-week intervals. At the 
time of these sprayings, don’t forget 
to examine Rover. A few adults may 
have climbed aboard since his last 
dusting. 

DDT: has now been approved for 
direct application to a dog’s skin 
(but not to a cat’s because she’ll lick 
it off). In addition to its flea-killing 
qualities, it has the advantage of 
semi-permanent protection. DDT 
dust falling from a dog’s coat will 
help keep his kennel free from fleas 
for several weeks after its applica- 
tion. Apply 10-percent dust to hid- 
ing places. Use the same powder on 
dogs, 14 teaspoonful per dog. Use 
5-percent oil spray on walls, floors, 
lower side of rugs, but never use oil 
spray on animals. Use 4 pound of 
dust per 1,000 square feet, 1 quart 
of oil spray per 250 square feet. 

But paste this in your hat. As- 
suming our prescribed formula does 
rid Rover and your premises of 
fleas—bear in mind that where 
Rover is allowed his freedom, 
chances are he’]l seek certain dog 
companions. And no matter how 
free he is of flea infestation at the 
moment, he can.quickly acquire a 
fresh batch.

Can | Build or 
Must I Wait? 


A resume of the latest building rules 
and how they will affect your plans 


By Mort Reed, Jr. 


lr YOUR new home or remodeling 
project is still in the planning stage, 
it looks as tho you will have to wait 
to fulfill your longings—unless you 
are a veteran. Veterans Emergency 
Housing Program Order No. 1, 
announced March 26, has taken care 
of that. 

Briefly, the dividing line between 
a “‘yes” and “‘no”’ answer to the be- 
seeching ‘“‘Can I build?” lies here: 


You can build if: 


1. Material which is an integral 
part of the housing unit was on the 
site before March 26, and construc- 
tion was under way at that time. A 
housing unit, incidentally, includes 
farm homes, but other farm build- 
ings have different restrictions. 

2. Preference ratings have been 
issued under priorities regulation 


| No. 33. 





3. You can get authorization from 
the Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration. 


You can’t build if: 


1. Work hasn’t begun or material 
isn’t at hand. You may have your 
basement excavated, for example, 
but unless some of the foundation 
has been poured, you'll have to live 
in your dreams. 


You can remodel if: 


1. The total cost of remodeling 
is less than $400. This includes any 
house, farmhouse, or other structure 
(such as barn or garage converted to 
housing) on residential property, 
designed for occupancy by five 
families or less. 

2. The tearing-down is done, the 
building-up has begun, and material 
for completion of the job is on hand. 

3. You are only repainting or re- 
papering; or the job consists of re- 
pairing or installing replacement 
parts in existing equipment which 
won’t alter the structure containing 
it. This is classified as maintenance. 


You can’t remodel if: 


1. You can’t meet the require- 
ments listed above. 


Under what conditions can you 
apply for authorization to build? 
There are two that apply to home 
builders: 

1. Houses for veterans are per- 
mitted if the cost will be not more 
than $10,000, or the house will rent 
for not more than $80 monthly. 

2. Houses for nonvéterans are 
permitted only under unusual hard- 
ship circumstances. But no priorities 
for materials will be granted. More 
than half of the material allotted 
will go toward veteran’s housing; for 
any of the remainder you'll have to 
compete against all other construc- 
tion authorized. 

We’ve used the terms “‘cost” and 
“job.” Let’s define them:

large as the house itself, has a dining 
terrace at one end and a decorative 
pool at the other. Wings of house 
and garage enclose it on three sides, 
and a fence may be used to guard 
privacy on the fourth. The terrace 
may be reached from the living 
room, thru glass doors which slide 
into adjoining walls, or from the 
kitchen for quick serving of outdoor 
meals. A projecting terrace roof is 
louvered to admit early morning or 
late afternoon sunlight, but to cut 
off the hot, glaring rays of noon. 

5. A neat entrance porch, the 
roof supported by vine-covered trel- 
lises, gives a pleasant “‘first impres- 
sion” to arriving guests. Bedroom 
windowsat the right may be screened 
with foundation planting. 

Within the house are two large 
bedrooms on the ground floor and 
room for a third upstairs; a 26- by 
23-foot living-dining area with an 
airy ceiling 11 feet high; a three- 
way compartment bathroom, and 
an efficient kitchen-utility room. 


Tere are other dividends, in- 
cluding an abundance of storage 
space. The dining area of the living- 
dining room is screened from the 
entrance by a storage wall, with a 
coat closet on one side and space 
for storing table linens and fine 
china on the other. Along the street- 
side wall of the living area, under

high windows, are built-in drawers, 
cupboards, and desk. 

The tiny hall, with a minimum of 
waste space, holds deep linen shelves 
and a closet for blankets and quilts. 
In the parents’ bedroom, two ward- 
robe closets and built-in drawers 
fill one wall, an arrangement du- 
plicated on a smaller scale in the 
children’s bedroom. 

A compact kitchen-utility room 
combination, packed with equip- 
ment to lighten household tasks, is 
lined with cupboards and cabinets. 
The utility room opens onto a dry- 
ing yard, adjoining the covered 
walk leading to the garage. 


Up THE stairway from the front 
hall is a second-floor room, useful 
for storage if work of finishing it as 
a third bedroom with private bath 
is postponed. When the room is fin- 
ished, there’s still attic storage space 
under the eaves. A basement, under 
the living-dining room, houses heat- 
ing unit, workbench, and an 8- 
by 1114-foot storage bin for canned 
foods.

The first-floor bathroom is ar- 
ranged in convenient sections.

To EACH new generation of rose- 
growers the roses of the last genera- 
tion are old, so the term, old-fash- 
ioned roses, is very loosely used. 
What are to me modern roses- 
Killarney, Gruss an Teplitz, Frau 
Karl Druschski—are old-fashioned 
to the young bride next door who is 
planting Mirandy, Shangri-La, 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek. 

The new and prized roses our 
grandmothers grew before the turn 
of the century were the fine, sturdy, 
hybrid perpetuals—General Jac- 
queminot, Magna Charta, Mrs. 
John Laing, Prince Camille de 
Rohan. Our’ grandmothers’ old 
roses were the sweet briars and 
Scotch roses, the Cinnamon rose, 
the Blush rose, Persian Yellow, 
Harison’s Yellow, and others just a 
generation or two removed from 
the wild roses. These are all 
ruggedly hardy, require no 
care, and can still be bought. 

I have “‘boughten” old roses 
which I cherish, but it’s the 
ones that I’ve collected that 
bring with them backgrounds 
and friendships. There is the 
same thrill in discovering a new 
“old rose” in a remote Iowa 
garden as in finding a Lowe- 
stoft platter at a farm sale. The 
ramblings of an old-rose col- 
lector are like those of any an- 





tiquarian, with the added charm 
that country gardens on June days 
have over dusty shops and stuffy 
houses. 

An old Blush rose that grew by 
the “east stoop” at my _ grand- 
mother’s is my earliest rose memory; 
I begged nosegays to carry to school. 
When the old African Rose blooms, 
I see not only its purplish-crimson 
beauty; I see also the glowing gar- 
den where I first found it while 
driving slowly down the back road 
of a little lowa town on a fragrant 


June evening. It was not the conven- 


tional little old lady of lavender and 
old lace who was tying up her 
climbing Magna Charta in the sun- 
set glow. It was a very forthright,

China than a centifolia or gallica. 
In later Junes, my old-rose patch 
down by the placid creekside came 
to hold clumps of old moss roses— 
each with its story: crimson Chinas, 
striped and mottled gallicas, pink 
cabbage roses, white albas, Rosa 
Mundi, Seven Sisters, Soleil d’Or, 
and old, red Boursalt, the purple 
African rose, La France, Ulrich 
Brunner, Coquette des Blances. And 
nearby grew the sweet briars, the 
damasks, and the wild roses, all 
miraculously in bloom at once. 


I DO not think we should overdo 
the care taken of these old roses, 
altho some spraying for mildew and 
black spot may be needed. 

Great-grandmother’s roses were a 
recreation, not a busy-ness. If she 
was a pioneer settler they restored— 
re-created—her tired and often 
homesick soul on a June evening, 
after a long day of homemaking the 
hard way. Pioneer grandmothers 
had not much time for pampering 
roses. Their gardens were not show 
places but pleasant corners in the 
yard, fragrant, restful. 

The old damask and cabbage 
roses thrived for them on what the 
up-to-date gardener calls neglect. 


Along with the centifolias or hun- 
dred-leaf roses, the common pink 
moss was one of the best-loved of 
the old-fashioned Other 
mossy sorts much admired were 
Chapeau de Napoleon, Blanche 
Moreau, and lovely Duchesse 
D’Istrie, an immense double pink 


roses. 


But they had the essentials—good 
soil, fresh air, rain water; freedom 
from fussing, overpruning, and from 
imported diseases and pests. 

These old roses do not fit into too 
tidy a garden plan. They do not stay 
put like the hybrid teas, nor are they 
at all uniform in growth. Some suck- 
er and spread rapidly by long under- 
ground shoots; some grow leggy. 


Ir IS hard to sum up their charm— 
hardy, fragrant, closely akin to the 
wild roses, their beauty is as haunt- 
ing as that of the old ballads. It was 
inevitable that the modern hybrid 
teas with their prolonged season of 
bloom, their substance and perfec- 
tion of form, their marvelous color 
range, should supersede the simple 
old roses. But the essence of lovely 
fleeting June is in the brief and fra- 
grant blossoming of these roses of 
our grandmothers.

1. True. Dirty fixtures, which can 
cut lighting levels as much as 50 
percent, are the commonest of all 
lighting bottlenecks, yet the easiest 
to cure. A regular soap and water 
schedule for lamps and bulbs is es- 
sential to good lighting. 


2. False. A bare bulb is lighting’s 
worst offender, since glare reduces 
see-ability. Make sure that all bulbs 
are shaded. You'll get 30 percent 
more light where you need it. 


3. True—but it can waste as much as 
25 percent of the light. Always keep 
new bulbs in important reading 
lamps and fixtures. When the inside 
of a bulb is blackened, relegate it to 
closet, storage room, or attic, where 
it will be used occasionally. 


4. True. You have to crawl up under 
a drum shade to get your magazine 
or knitting in the meager pool of 
light it casts. A  wide-spreading 
shade gives more light, diffusing it 
instead of concentrating it in one 
spot. To be generous enough to let 
light out, shades should have the 
following minimum diameters at 
their lower edges—12 inches for 
bridge and wall lamps, 14 to 19 
inches for table and floor lamps. 


5. True. General lighting eliminates 
the unpleasant effect of pools of 
light in otherwise dark surround- 
ings. It gives the same nice balance 
in lighting that we strive for in fur- 
niture grouping. To maintain satis- 
factory distribution of light thruout 
the room, general lighting should be 
between one-fifth and one-tenth of 
your local lighting. 


6. True. Floor and table lamps— 
especially those not equipped with 
diffusing bowls—should be toward 
the rear of chairs or sofas so that no 
bare bulbs are visible to anyone 
seated nearby in the room. 


7. False. A 100-watt bulb gives 50 
percent more light than four 25- 
watt bulbs, altho it uses exactly the 
same amount of electricity. 

8. False. You can make it usable by 
placing it on a small stand two or 
three inches high.

June finds the vegetable garden supplying more 
and more of the daily meals, brings the perennials to 
their peak of bloom, and sees the first flowers on the 
annuals. It’s time now to plant out the tender annuals, 
divide many of the perennials, and make succession 
plantings of vegetables. 


Portulaca for sun. For gay color in hot, sunny loca- 
tions plant portulaca, the sun rose. It flourishes in the 
cracks of walks or cobblestone drives. Even if traffic 
is heavy, many branches will survive and produce 
their brightly colored heads of red, pink, or yellow on 
each day the sun shines. Portulaca is just the answer 
to the question, “‘What will grow well on the south 
side of the house in the narrow strip between the 
house and the driveway?” Portulaca reseeds itself 
each year except in the most northern states. 


Sultana for shade. Try sultana, the impatience 
plant, for extremely shady places. Plants grow 12 to 
15 inches high. Leaves are waxy, flowers pink. Most 
effective display comes from using them in masses. 

Bedding begonias are useful for porch and window 
boxes which are partially shaded. The large, shiny 
leaves remain attractive all summer. Vigorous plants 
produce their pretty, pink flowers continuously until 
frost. 


Dahlia fer fall. Set the stakes for your 1946 dahlias 
and plant the tubers. Choose a well-drained location 
and rich soil. Keep the tubers horizontal, the buds 
turned up. 


Sweet corn for summer. Continue to plant 3 rows 
of corn every 10 days. I find that the maximum 
amount of corn is produced when I plant 2 kernels in 
each hill, with the hills 1 foot apart in rows 2 feet 
apart. Of course, to make such close plantings the 
soil must be very rich—and you can’t skimp on plant 
food. Under my system, the corn soon shades the 
ground so completely that weeds cannot grow. Weeds 
can cut the yield of corn seriously. Keep after them 
all the time: if the weeds are of any size when a rainy 
period interrupts your weeding activities, they will 
become so large that it will be almost impossible to 
get them out without injuring the corn. 


Suckering for bigger ears. The old practice of jerk- 
ing out the small shoots at the base of the cornstalk 
consumes a lot of time and elbow grease without 
seeming to do anything beneficial to the corn. But 
if you planted five or six kernels in each hill, then it 
certainly does pay to take the time to thin the hill to 
the two or three most vigorous plants. You are fooling 
yourself to leave more than this: the competition for 
food, water, and sunlight is too much. 

Do remove any ears that develop large, black 
bumps. These are evidence of smut. Remove and 
burn the ear before the smut matures and releases the 
cloud of tiny black spores which infect healthy ears 
on the plants nearby. 


Barriers fer stopping rabbits. The tender new 
shoots of morning-glories seem to be especially well 
liked by the rabbits that invade my garden. I’ve 
finally decided that the only way to be sure of having 
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Thin apples and peaches 
so that fruits do not 
touch. Worms then can- 
not pass directly from 
one fruit to the next. 
Fruit will be larger and 
better in color because 
there will be more leaves 
to make food. Apples 
need 20 leaves per fruit 
to give the normal color

lilacs, | rhododendrons, \) 
and azaleas should be 
cut off before the plant 
expends energy in pro- 
ducing seeds. Peonies 
should be cut back to the 
first leaf below the flow- 
er bud for best results 





Trim deciduous hedges 
before the new growth 
matures and 
hard. Allow the hedge to 
grow about one inch each 
vear: this keeps it soft 
and green. Use a guide 
line and sharp shears to

Strawberries for 1947. June is the time to start 
training the runners to make the strawberry bed a big 
producer next year. I allow five vigorous runners on 
each plant, training them to form a star pattern. All 
other runners are pinched off as soon as they appear. 
The system gives a solid mat of plants of maximum 
vigor. Each young plant receives a handful of com- 
plete plant food, thoroly worked into the soil, as soon 
as it has developed a strong root system. Plants al- 
lowed to spread at random are never as successful 
because they must compete for food and water. The 
tightness of the matted leaves increases disease troubles 
because air circulation is so poor that it does not dry 
the leaves quickly after they are wet by rain and dew. 


Renewed life for perennials. My experience has 
been that perennial borders must be revamped every 
three or four years. Otherwise, flowers become smaller,

insects more troublesome as the old 
plants lose vigor, and the original 
planting plan badly scrambled. 
[he remodeling may be done 
leisurely by digging each overgrown 
clump after it flowers, but I prefer 
to tackle the entire bed “at one time, 
tho it does sacrifice the bloom from 
some of the later flowering plants. 
3ulbs are the exception; when I 
want to revamp only the bulb plant- 
ing in the border, I dig each kind 
after it flowers. Bulbs seem to pro- 
more and more foliage, less 
and less flowers, as new bulbs form 


around the old bulb. By tearing the 


duce 


cluster apart, bulbs can be replanted 
singly, allowing maximum food and 
water to each. The response comes 


in greater numbers of flowers. 


Pian for general revision. But for 
a general revision of the planting of 
perennials, I spread burlap or can- 


vas on the lawn in front of the bor- 
der, then lift each clump out of the 
soil with a spading fork. A fork 


pushes into the soil easier than a 
spade, and it goes between the roots 
instead of slicing them off. 

Only the most vigorous parts of 
the clump are saved. To get some of 
the soil off the clump to make it 
easier to find the places to divide, 
drop the clumps on the ground, root 
side down. Don’t drop them from a 


height of more than a foot or two. 
Avoid dropping them with the root 
side up—or you'll split the stem 
down into the crown, a fatal injury 
to many plants because diseases and 
insects then have an easy entrance 
into the plant. 

Add a 2-inch layer of peatmoss or 
compost to the soil before spading 
the bed. After the bed has been 
spaded and leveled, rake into the soil 
4 pounds of a complete plant food 
for each 100 square feet of area. 

Locate the position of each plant 
in the new bed before you set a 
single plant. Push small stakes into 
the soil at each place there is to be a 
plant; it’s much easier to move 
stakes than to move plants—and 
much easier on the plants. 


My method for dividing. Every- 
one has his pet method for making 
the actual root divisions. I prefer 
this system. Stick the spading fork 
firmly into the ground, handle 
straight up. Gently pound the 
clumps of the perennials on the 
rounded handle to loosen the soil 
around the roots. Then twist apart. 

Chrysanthemums practically di- 
vide themselves; new shoots sprawl 
out from the crown. If you want to 
get a large number of new plants in 
a hurry, divide the old clump into 
small pieces, one stem in each piece. 
But if you have plenty of plants of 
the variety and are dividing mainly 
to maintain vigor of the clump, 
simply break it into pieces contain- 
ing three to five stems.

Couldn’t rightly bend over to tie 
my shoestrings. Along came Neigh- 
bor John, and I gave him the extra 
Jubilee tomato plants I had left 
over.

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Also sowed annual flower seeds in 
open ground. These in a normal 
season would have been out two or 
three weeks earlier. They included 
Gleam and Gem hybrid nasturtiums 
and various zinnias. 


June 8 Worried the weeds—guess 
that about sums up today’s skrimisch 
back and forth.

for Howard’s. So it was poor old 
Dad who hobbled up and down be- 
tween the roses and the potatoes and 
whooshed the dust. 


June 26 This morning found me at 
Bluffton, Indiana, and so naturally 
stopped to visit my old friends, the 
Williamsons. Their garden is one of 
the great iris shrines of America. 
Here, the late E. B. Williamson did 
pioneer work in creating new and 
better iris. 

Since Mr. Williamson’s death 
some years ago, Mary, his daughter, 
has carried on the garden and work. 

Then over to Van Wert, Ohio. 
Here I stopped to howdy with my 
good friend Charles F. Wassenberg, 
noted grower of peonies and iris. 


Bune 27 Home again. Daylilies are 
all in bloom. Besides old favorites, I 
found bloom on some of my new 
ones—Circe, Buckeye, Symphony, 
Aladdin, Saturn, and Bagdad. Buck- 
eye is an earlier edition of the great 
Mikado, and Bagdad is magnificent 
in orange, coppery-red, and brown 
tones. 





Vane 28 Around the rear of the 
lawn in front of the shrubbery is the 
border of narcissus that I set out last 
fall. The tops have by now about 
died down. 

So here I pulled out weeds by 
hand. Trimmed the edges with the 
turf edger. Next, I cultivated the 
space carefully with the two-pronged 
weeding hoe, so as not to disturb the 
bulbs below. 

Then I transplanted snapdragon 
plants into the space from my sup- 
ply raised for the purpose. I dug 
them carefully, pinched off the tops, 
set them a bit deeper in the ground 
than they had been and watered 
them in with my PDG solution.

Then I dug out the old pea vines. 
Cultivated the space. Refilled it by 
transplanting annuals from my seed- 
frame—dwarf marigolds and china 
asters, mainly. 

And oh dear—Alexander, the 
duck, had paddled along those 
snapdragons, sticking her bill into 
the puddled soil about the base of 
each plant. She had mashed and 
broken down several, so they’ll have 
to be replanted.

phenol are highly recommended. 

Copper naphthenate is harmless 
to plants, thus of particular interest 
to those who start their seeds in- 
doors. It is first choice of Dr. Ken- 
neth Post of Cornell University for 
treating seed flats and boards used in 
building coldframes and hotbeds. 

Both chemicals penetrate wood 
rapidly. Simply paint them on the 
lumber to be protected. Fence posts 
may be soaked for 10 to 15 minutes. 

Neither chemical needs to be 
heated for the paint or dip treatment. 
Both are now available under a 
variety of trade names. 


Asparagus root rot deadly. As- 
paragus plantings where the stalks 
are yellow, dwarf, or wilted should 
be destroyed. These are the symp- 
toms of root rot. Dig the plants in 
June and burn them. Every plant 
should be destroyed: plants which 
appear healthy may carry the dis- 
ease. The soil should not be used 
again for asparagus for 5 years. 

Avoid sandy soils and southern 
slopes when making the new plant- 
ing. According to Dr. S. I. Cohen, 
warm, sandy locations favor a rapid 
growth of the disease. 


Ants quickly killed. Tests made by 
the late Dr. Ralph H. Smith of the 
University of California showed 
thanite to be an excellent ant killer. 
Unlike thallium sulfate, an ant 
killer now in common use, thanite 
is only slightly poisonous to humans. 

Thanite is now available in 3 to 5 
percent solutions under various 
trade names. 


Lawns made better by mercury. 
Bent-grass lawns now can be freed 
of the common diseases which cause 
patches to turn brown and die. Be- 
cause of these diseases, few home- 
owners have succeeded in having 
the luxurious softness of the bent- 
grass turf used for the greens at golf 
courses. 

Tests by Dr. Frank L. Howard 
and Harry L. Keil at Rhode island 
State College show that use of a new 
organic mercury compound pro- 
vides excellent disease control and 
causes no injury to the turf. The new 
material will be for sale in time for 
use this summer. 


Well-fed plants insect-free. Ex- 
periments by Drs. S. H. Wittwer 
and Leonard Haseman of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri show that insects 
often prefer to feed on plants grown 
on an inadequate diet. Yield of New 
Zealand spinach, in one of their 
tests, was reduced 70 percent by 
thrip injury when soil nitrogen was 
deficient. The experimenters sug- 
gest that one benefit of crop rotation 
is that the resulting better soil fer- 
tility makes the crop plants more re- 
sistant to attack by insects. 


Damping-off stopped. Dusts con- 
taining zinc combined with chlorine 
and phenols are now available for 
controlling many seed-borne dis- 
eases. Research conducted by Drs. 
I, J. Meuli and B. J. Thiegs showed 
the new materials valuable for nu- 
merous kinds of seeds.
